Fright aiiil hysteria — tlnw is iit» room for in a mighty 
nation wliieli basically is strong and wlitjS4* potential 
is unlimited. Hut holiest thinking, reevalualiotu and 
positive t»lamiing are a must in our new world in 
which |{ussian moons circle the earth. 

In the past few veal's our prestige as a world leader, 
wliile eerlaiidy not ih^stroyetl, has sundy Is'en dam- 
aged, thir economic and politleal warfare progi'ams 
alu'ojid have laggeil ton umrkcsl degri*c, And UtissiaV 
double Sputnik biunebing has won bu' that country 
n valuable* psychological victory. 

The rlf'votees of the hahmcctl budgei and Uie tax 
eui have no! helped matttrrs— to put it mihlly. A very 
serious mistake has ln*en maile by the [> resent Afh 
ministration in iettiiig lliem iriilnencc not only our 
mint ary ex[H*nditun*s but our foreign policy as welh

The Txamt* of the Research Dispart- 
ment has been chung:eii to **efleet the 
new functions of the department. The 
liepartment is now official iy known ns 
the Department of Resea itrh and Etlu- 
catjon, Akhoujfh the department hiu; 
answered re<judsts for material on 
trade union education proi^iums In 
the past yeai% it has not attempted 
to undertake a program which will 
be tailored to the needs of the Brnth- 
erhood's membership. A few months 
ago President Freeman and Sccre* 
tarj' Keenan, recognising the need of 
a more positive approach to the prob- 
lems of education, riecided that the 
Research Department should be 
charged with the responsibilities for 
the promotion of Trade Union and 
Safety Education, Of course, prepii ra- 
tion for conducting a Trade Union 
Education program in a union like 
ours is not done overnight. To initiate 
a successful program an enomums 
amount of work and planning numt be 
done. The Department of Heaearch 
and Education is in the development 
stages of the program at this time. 
We are taking the opportunity in this 
month’s notes to explain some general 
thoughts and principles about the 
program which will hi* undet^uken. 

Why Trade Union Education? 

The population of the United States 
today is over 170 million penple and 
out of that number nt least IS mil- 
lion are union membei^. 11 can he 
seen from theKC figures that the uincm 
member is in the minority in lhii> 
countr 5 ^ As a minonly group, lubor’s 
aims and principles are widely ills* 
tolled and exaggerated because an- 
other minority group wants LoUl lui- 
nihilation of the labor unions mul the 
labor movement. Greedy and fanatical 
elements in commerce and industry 
want workers to base their lives and 
futures on the whims and fancies of 
those business executives who look 
upon the workers as just nnothc^r raw 
material — as commodities. The larg- 
est and most i^fTective means of com- 
munication such as the press, radio, 
and television are influenced by spon- 
sors and advertisers who see that 
nothing deiri mental to their thoughts 
and intereats is communicated to the 
public. It is not unusual to turn on 
the radio or TV and find dmmatic 
stories with inferences against labor 


and labor leudeiis. The newspapers to- 
day are filled with many misltNidlng 
headlines and stories. It the light of 
these distortions, the union member 
who is not fnniiUar with the tong 
history of perindic attempt.ii to dis- 
credit the union movement, may be- 
gin to doubt the value of his own 
union memberahip. When an elTecUve 
eitucation program is conducted, the 
members will learn the tme facljt and 
will fully understand and appreciate 
ihi* labor movement, 

A WH'U informed worker ciin hi*lp 
to educate the other membi^rg of the 
community. People will soon learn 
that a strong labor movement henefila 
the whole community as well m union 
members. One of the best mlvertise- 
mentfi for the labor movement is an 
informed member, who can explain 


his function its a union member and 
how unions btnndit other members of 
the community. 

Educational programs produce lead- 
ers who might otherwise have never 
exercised their full potential. The 
functions of labor unions are increas- 
ing because of the vast complexity 
of our gociol and economic life and 
to perform these functions more and 
better informed leaders are neetled. 
Labor must have experts in every 
field. As the rank and file must pro- 
\Hde these leaders, every member is a 
possible leader. TTie only way to de- 
velop the potentials of the greatest 
number of individuals is through an 
active education progmii in which 
they are pjLrlicipantfi,

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Details History of 
City's Street Lights 

L. (f. 1. ST. LOUIS, MO.~The Btart 

of this story goes back to about 19 It) 
when about this time the offlcials of 
the City of St. Louis tifuicItMl the city 
could use some much noinlnd improve- 
mt'Tits and proposed to fh>ut a bond 
issue for the sum of throi^ million 
dollars (a mere drop in the bucket 
even in those limes) but the pjogrum 
included no pro visions fm- i>lectncal 
improvements of any kind. This was 
called to the attention of hoth Local 
No* I ami Local No. 2, and a joint 
cornmittoe was formed to try to pro- 
mote a start to electrify the city's 
street lighting system. At that time 
the only electrical street lighting was 
]n the downtown district. Tliese street 
lights were 5(H)-volt carhon arc lights, 
suspended on any kind of u pole that 
would support them. Some cast iron 
poles were only a streak *if rust. 

These lights were serviced and main- 
tm'neti by arc lamp tnnihle s hooters 
using hoT'se and a two- wheeled cart 
for tniiisportation* Later n battery- 
powered automobile with an adjust- 
able ladder wag used* The street 
lights in the residential districts were 
ail e<mippt-d Ut burn artiheial gas, 
und gasoline where gas was not aval I - 
iihlc. 

This committee was successful in 
obtaining an additional one million 
(hillars for electrical Blreet lighting 
in this bond issue. The bond issue 
was passed and cantj’ncta were let to 
electrify only the gasoline- powered 
Htreet lights, Eventunlly the entire 
city WHS electrified. 

Now Uuf City of ^St. Louis is in the 
proci!Ss of scrapping most of the 
presimt street lighting sysh^m and 
replacing it with a new and modern 
system. The present system consists 
of iMmcrete poles of various heights 


with plain glass luminaries* Feeders 
are of aniKired lead Bheathed caljlus, 
direct burial, operates! by 2H00-volt 
variable tmiiH formers. 

The new system will be of the 
Mercury Vapor type sospemled from 
H 5 -foot CimcR'te type poles with di- 
rect burial non-metal lie type wire* 

A local electrical con tractor, the 
Electric Service Company which li.as 
long employerl members of Local No. 
1* has been successful in securing 
contracts for the installation of this 
work. 

This is their first major %amture 
inlo the street lighting branch of the 
i mills try, mid both labor and Uk- city 
ai'e pleased With their relations with 
this company. 

The f*lectric Service Company was 
recently awarded a contract for the 
washing of all luminarieB and the 
n.'P lacing of lamps and glass. 

This is n l(^09f union Job with 
l.ocal No. 2t the outside local getting 
the hulk of this work* 

The washing of these fixtures Is 
done by members of Local No* UU7, 
one of the sum 1 lest locals in the 
iriKW just 22 members, 

Local No. I is pleased to give this 
recognilion to a contractor who has 
been an employer of our members for 
m many years.

Of Apprentice Training

cal training with tools and shop 
equipment, 

Walter Moore of the Edison Voca- 
tional School will be in charge of the 
classroom insti-uction, and his staff 
includes a fine representative group 
of men from many branches of the 
trade — each with a broad background 
of experience. First year subjects 
will be taught by Marwin Foss, Don 
Buell and Isaac Behar. Second year 
teachers are Joe Dadsosio, Arne 
Bergine, Ben Matter and Gene Lewis. 
Third year classes will be under 
Gordon Smith, Ron Trvin^;, Ed Dvo* 
rak, Dean Sniythe and George Kek- 
coth.

Increased Demand for 

Rural Electrification 

L. U. DES MOINES, TOW A— As 
I have been drafted by L. U. 55 as 
JorRNAL correspondent T shall now 
attempt my first contribution. 1 fear 
my Brother members have yet to 
learn that just having an Irish gift 
of gab does not qualify one as a 
writer. Possibly there will be enough 
constructive criticism heaped upon 
me, to help me become a novice. 

Fim 1 should like to apprise the 
readers of what Local 55 consists. 
It is an outside “A” local with juris- 
diction ovei’ nine tenths of the tall 
corn state of Iowa. I hope to develop 
a history of the local as we proceed 
with these periodic reports. I would 
appreciate a letter from any one hav- 
ing knowledge of early history of this 
local. I will assure an answer to all 
querie.s about the local or its mem- 
bers. 

I know many members of industrial 
areas will be surpiised at the in- 
creased demand for electric service 
in an agricultural ai'ea, such as Iowa, 
that we have had of late years. 

We have constructed well over a 
thousand miles of 11.5,000 and 161,000 


volt high lines — three-fourths oi- so 
of a grid, planned some 10 years ago. 

Remember, Iowa is not strictly an 
agricultural state. Some of the larg- 
est meat packing plants, cereal mills, 
rubber and farm machinery plants 
are in Iowa. Many small towns have 
small manufacturing plants. Line 
work is rathej- slow just now^ but the 
potential looks good. 

To those of you, who have never 
witnessed a grain harvest. I would 
recommend you plan one of youi' va- 
cation trips through Iowa in late 
October oi^ early November to see a 
real golden harvest, .\fter 63 years 
most of them spent in this state, 1 
still get a great thrill watching the 
golden yellow corn in great heafis.

Some Second Looks 
At Social Security 

L. IT. 129. LOKAIN. OHIO— I have 
just finished reading an article in the 
.4 ja err can Weekly* September 22, 1957 
issue, by Katharine St. George, Con- 
gresswoman from the state of New 
York. It is entitled "Why Social Se- 
curity is Unfair," 

I do not know If the lady is a 
Democrat or a Republican : it makes 
no difference. She certainly has a 
good plan to overcome our mixed-up, 
discriminatory Stidal Security law. 
You and 1 know that for some 
years we have paid a si null percent- 
age of our weekly earnings to Uncle, 
our insurance broker, in return for 
a pension at the age of G5 for men 
and 52 for women. With this pension 
having a maximum of $108.50 a 
month, currently the average pension 
pajTncnt is $54,00 a month. 

You and I don't stop to think. We 
say, “What's wrong with that?" If 
after retirement age, we wish to 


keep on working, what a nice addition 
that punsion would be to our saUt ry* 
Bixither, if that is what you are 
reasoning — wake up? Beextuse when 
we reach those ages and dare to earn 
more than $1201^ in a single year, we 
can kiss our Social Security payment 
goo il bye, 

U is laid right on the line: you can 
take yi»ur Social Security pension, 
plus u maximum of $1200 earned and 
stnjggle along on it; or keep your 
job paying more than $1200 and be 
deprived fit the pen.'iion you have 
spent years building up with your 
enforced weekly savings. 

There is one loophole and it is ex- 
plained in an official booklet available 
through the United States Govern- 
ment IVinting Office, called “Your 
Social Security and Old Age Survi- 
vors Insurance Benefits." 

"No matter how much you earn in 
one year," this booklet explains, “you 
can get the monthly payment for any 
month in which you neither earn 
wages of more than $80.00 nor ren- 
der substantial semees in self-em- 
ploy men I," 

Who can take advantage of this 
clause? Take Eddie Cantor, the fa- 
nums comedian, for example , Fdtiic 
caimed $20*000 last January for T,V* 
appearances. In February and Mairh 
he earncfd nothing, so he and hb wife 
Ida got a total of $22*1 in Social Se- 
curity payments for those two months 
and they will get moix? every month 
that Eddie doesn't work, despite his 
nice Januai^r nest egg* The clause 
also ivorks nicely for seasonal work- 
ers who build up big earnings in

Passage 
of this bill would mean an immediate 
slight increase of five-eighths of one 
percent in the percentage of wages 
paid by employes and employers for 
Social Security* But each paiticipat- 
ing worker would foe assured of a 
pension regardless of how much he 
earns after reaching retirement age. 

Whether this bill gets onto the floor 
for a vote depends on one thing: how 
deeply you— the public — feel about 
the injustice of the ^^compulsory lazi- 
ness" proTisioTi of the Social Securitj" 
iaw and whether you will prod your 
elected Representatives to act, 

T sincerely urge you and every 
l.B.E*W* member to take time to write 
to your Congressmen and ask them to 
vote this bill through.

Local Member Elected 
To Building Trades Post 

L. r. 379, CHAHLOTTK, X. C.— 

Work here has been off all the year. 
A great number of our members have 
been out of town working — thanks to 
other locals. 

J. C. James, member of Local 379 
has been elected as business manager 
for the Charlotte Building and Con- 
stnjction Trades Council, He has 
worked hard and has made some 
progress and we are looking forw’ard 
to more progress in the future, 

A new device has been develope<l 
here by Brother James Hamrick, 
member of the local union, and Owen 
L. Hensley an Engineer with F. K. 
Robinson Electric Company, This 
device— called a ^*Jet Line Gun” has 
placed a 20 pound Test Nylon line in 
250 feet of 1 % inch conduit with 
three (3) 90 degree Bends and two 
olTsets in less than four seconds. 

The devices used consist of a 
special gun, a cartridge filled with 
highly compressed gas and specially 
wound packages of line. 

The gun acts to puncture a small 
hole in the cartridge tailpiece causing 
it to propel itself through the con- 
duit, pulling the line after it. 

Two cartridge sizes will be avail- 
able. The smaller size is effective up 
to 150 feet in most cases and the 
longer size up to 3ll() feet in straight 
runs. 

Extensive job applications have 
been conducted at the new 15- floor 
Wachovia Bank Building in Char- 
lotte being wired by F, E, Robinson 
Company and Local No. 379, 

The present diameter of the car- 
tridges liinlt the minimum size con- 
duit to 1 inch. The cartridges are 
equally as effective in larger sizes. 

A definite pattern cannot be set to 
determine the upper travel limit of 
each size cartridge due to the wide 
variety and nature of all conduit runs. 
More specific distance information wdll 
be furnished with kits that will be 
a%'ailuble in early November, 

In addition to two cartridge sizes. 
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The Electrical Workers' 


two types of line packages fur- 
nished, 0?ie is in a plastic can mount- 
ed on the gun, containinK: abmit J500 
feet of line that trails behijid the 
cartridfjfe unwinding Ihtf line m it 
travels through the conduit. This is 
used only in nins exceeding IHO feet. 
When runs exceed 2(10 feet^ the 
small package line end is tied to the 
can line. The line pulls from tin- can 
until the resistance in the comhiii be- 
comes gieat einnigh to cause pulling 
from the traveling package. 

The line is strong vnmigh to puU a 
fish tape, rope or small cable into the 
conduits f(U’ pulling wire. It has also 
been used to pull a measuring tape 
into conduits to <letermine exact wire 
lengths. The tape is used to pull the 
line back in until wire is pulled. 


On the job, the majority of runs 
over lOU feet were in telephone con- 
duits, The telephone company intends 
to use the line that is pulled out to 
determine their cable lengths. 

The patent as applied for, covers 
the method by which the line is pulled 
and the apparatus used to accomplish 
the method. Materials bought, sold 
or used except as licensed by the Jet 
Line Company in Charlotte will be in 
violation to protection as provided by 
a patent application.

Local Lnion 412, in conjunction with 
Hrotherhood Locals Ud4 and l(il3 
ivere forced to call a strike on their 
tun ploy ers properties, that of Kansas 
City Power ami Light Company 
Kansas City Missouri. The Company 
and the three Local Unions were un- 
able to reach an agieemenl on wages 
for the contract year of PloT, The 
l.hnona met with the Negotiators from 
the Company for two months past the 
expiration of the wage contract on 
June 3 nth. 

The Unions set their asking wage 
increase* at 8 percent which after 
taxes wtmid have cost the Company 
a little over 4ii0JHIO dollars. They 
considered this a just increase due to 
the fact that the Company had been 
operating with a tiecrcase of 5 per-

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cent in personnel and an increase of 
pej*cent in pi-oductivity* This in- 
crease in productivity and decrease of 
personnel, allowed the Kansas City 
Power and Light Company to have 
an increase of over 1,000,000 dollars 
net profit over the net profit gain for 
the year 1055. The Local Unions felt 
that since neither the employes nor 
the consumer were benefiting from 
this inciwse of profit and that the 
Stockholders were doing the reaping 
of the fruits of their harv-est, that it 
was only just and fair for their mem- 
bers to receive this wage increase. 

The two utilities that the Unions 
based their asking wage increiises on 
were those in Des Moines and St* 
!,outs, Des Moines has settled for a 
wage increase and fringe benefits to- 
taling to about percent. St, Louis 
has been offered Bl'j percent in a 
package but has refused the increase. 

The Kansas City Power and Light 
Company offered its employes an in- 
crease of 5 percent which according 
to the increases throughout the non- 
manufacturing companies is not a 
reastmable increase. So after much 
deliberation and negotiation, the 
Unions called a general strike on the 
Kansas City Power and Light Com- 
pany on August 26, 1957, 

The Local Unions were out for one 
week when they were ordered by the 
Lieutenant Governor (avHo had been 
as,sured by the Kansas City Power 
and Light that they could manage 
the plants indefinitely without any 
interruption of services) to go back 
to work under the King Thompson 
Law* This is one of the most unjust 
unconstitutional pieces of literary 
work that has ever had the honor of 
being written up as a law. Several 
other laws throughout the different 
states, just like it, have been thrown 
out of the Statutes of Law, It is 
ckmrly designed for the Employer 
(utility that is) as a weapon to hokt 
over its employes* heads. If one goes 
in defiance of this law he I the Unions) 
stands to have a fine of $10,900 a 
day levied against it for every day 
of the defiance plus $1,000 per execu- 
tive, and the loss of all its members' 
seniority rights. If this is not in 
direct violation of our Constitution 
which guarantees us our basic free- 
doms, then nothing is. There is pend- 
ing in the U, S, Supreme Couil n 
suit against this law testing its con- 
stitutionality, Until this case has 
been tried and found unjust (as it 
surely must' be) we of the utilities 
must continue to work under this 
force of threat. As of the writing of 
this article September 19, 1957, there 
is no sign by the Company that they 
are willing to give a fair increase. 
They hold firm on a 5^4 percent in- 
crease while the Unions hold firm on 
7^4 percent. 

Local Union 412 held its general

Death Claims Four of 
Local 428 During 1957

Many times no news is good news. 
It is a sad task to report on the pass- 
ing of members. Four members of 
Local 428 have died in 1057, They 
are Brothers Richard Thompson, Har- 
ry Ludington, Burl Shuler and Lyle 
(Ted) Bragg, 

Richard Tliompson, an apprentice 
wireman, evidently fell asleep while 
returning home alone in his car on 
the night of January 4, 1957, He ran 
into a tree and was killed. His father 
is N, A. (Bud) Thompson, ii wireman 
and member of Local 428, 

Harry Ludington was partially 
paralyzed from a series of strokes and 
had not been able to woi^k for the 
past two years. He died on May 
4, 1957, 

Bur! Shuler died of a lung cancer 
on August 10, 1957, For six months 
prior to his death the Doctors tried 
in vain to cure or remove this cancer. 
This dread disease plays no favorites 
when it claims a man of Burl's age 
and apparent good health, 

Lyle (Ted) Bragg was probably as 
well known as any member of Local 


428. He was President of the Local 
Union for nearly six years, served on 
many of the l^ocaPs Ounmittees, and 
was a delegate to affiliated councils, 
Ted was a member of the I,B,E.W, 
for 20 years. During his efectricul 
career he worked out of numerous 
Locals throughout the country, Ted 
died of a heart attack, while at his 
home on August 81, 1957. 

Work in this UKaPs Jurisdiction is 
not as plentiful nor Jobs so lucrative 
with overtime as rumors would indi- 
cate, In fuel, the members presently 
working in the area are quite con- 
cerned whether 40-hour a week jobs 
will be available for them — without 
any promise or suggestion of future 
overtime work. The larger jobs, that 
created good employment here, are 
now nearly completed. 

If a bit of philosophy or sugges- 
tion is permitted, it is apparent that 
while big business is allowed almost 
unrestricted latitude betw'een what is 
honest and decent, and that which is 
dishonest and declared illegal— ^labor 
unions must, in order to escape in- 
vestigation — operate ’W’ithin rules that 
can not be contested either morally or 
legally. The only quarrel that labor 
should have with this thinking is 
that big business should also be re- 
quired to conduct its affairs within 
those rules. Speaking of rules and 
dishonesty, it is too true, that re- 
sponsible officcra of many local unions 
are not honest in the locals affiliations 
with the many Councils and Federa- 
tions that are a responsible part of 
the labor movement. It is seldom that 
a per capitii tax report is read- — 
where all affiliates are paying a true 
per capita Uix, These same officers 
indulge in a practice they would not 
tolerate from their own members. It 
is suggested that if organizattems can 
not pay the true per capita tax to 
affiliated Councils — that they consult 
their membership — w^hich Is undoubt- 
edly honest enough to raise the neces- 
sary money or disaffiliate.

477, SAN* BERN AUDI NO, 
CALIF, — - Negotiations were com- 
pleted this year for the construction 
industry in a spirit of cooperation 
between the contractors and the un- 
ion, N,E,C,A, has engaged a man as 
chapter manager this year by the 
nanxi* of Ray Carey who is capable, 
fair and honest and has indicated that 
he will cooperate with the local union 
for the In-nefit of the industi'y. Last 
year we had quite a “hassle” with the 
contractors and finally went to the 
C.LR. for a decision on mileage and 
subsistence payments. The Council on 
Industrial Relations rendered a de- 
cision which eliminated most of our 
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rnileai'e payments and many jnovi- 
siona of ouj‘ subaiatence plan. Some 
of the iraina made this year were 30 
cents per hoar in wajfes — ^journeymen 
w*a(?e scale is now $3.U0 per hour* 
Subsistence provisions have been re- 
established as they w'em with eisrht 
dollars per day for each day worked. 
MileaRe payments have been restored 
U> conform lo President Freeman*s 
(lirective and many other provisions 
bimelicial lo the industry were added 
to our workini^ airi'^ement. 

Our Bu.siness Manager Jack Carney 
i'ecommendi‘d that each membet^ con- 
tribute a I JeuHl one dollar per month 
to the C.O-P.E, fund tn Washington. 
The membei*fihip, at a regular meeting 
concurret! in this recommendation and 
now we should make a graial showing 
for “The Buck of the Month Club" 
C.O.P.K, Many members have paid 
thdr twelve dollnrs for this year and 
many more are contiibuting each 
month.

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Local 584 Predates 
Statehood in Oklohoma 

L. U, 5S4, Tl'LSA, OKI^A^ — Just two 
months bofort* Okliihoma became a 
state, a charter wiis issued to seven 
men m Local Union 584, l.TLE.W,, 
Tulsu, Indian Territory, on the 24th 
of September 11KI7. L* 5H4 has 
since g^rown from seven charter mem- 
bc^i's in 1907 to well over 800 today* 
The first meetinjTs were held on 
Sunilay'e usually in a membi^r's home, 
but later were held in the old North 
Side Fire Station* 

Our first pi'esident was Jack Norris 
who was elected in 11107, It \va& 
Brother Norris wh<i first had the 
charter open to incmise our m cumber* 
ship. 

In UH18 the wa^e scale wtm ip3.Tr> 
a day and just; half that for iippren- 
tices. 

In 11)10 our first elected business 
manuffer wa« Brother (L C. Gudbois 
vs’ho served n^raiir in 1921 anil was 
later elected to the International Ex- 
ecutive Council and siirved as an In- 
ternationa 1 Repri?sentattve for a itum- 
bc^r of years. 

Tbe year 1910 found 40 men work* 
injr out of the local in Tulsa* 

The h>cal was classified as a 
local then, composed of Inside Elec- 
tricians, Linemen, Street Car Elec- 
tricians, Fire Alarm Electricians and 
Telephone Linemen, We soon had a 
majority of Inside Electricians, and 
so in 1919 the Linemen applied for 
a .separate charter and were granted 
their Charter as Local H)02, IBEW. 

In April of 1929, U U. 584 faced its 
roughest test* Management in a w'ell- 
organized plan came up with a so* 
called ** American Flan** designed to 
destroy tlie union shop. 

This was probably about the first 
'*Hight-To-Work*^ hill. Membei-s of 
584 suddenly fouiHl themaelvea locked 
nut with cards in the shojj windows 
pmdaiming *'This is an Open Hhop.” 
Thi? local then started the Standard 
Electric Company, which was a co- 
op emtive electrical contracting shop 
owned by the local union to provide 
work for its iiipmbi'rs, 

SiM>n an agreement was signed with 
the Public Sendee Co* of Oklahoma 
which was the fii-sl continuous agree- 
ment signed in the building trades 
in the City of Tulsa. The agreement 
provided for no slnkes and no lock- 
outs, and set up tbi* first machinery 
to settle labor disputes thnmgh a 
Council on Industrial Relations, As a 
result of this agreement there have 
been no strikes or lock-outs in the 
City of Tulsa since 1920, 

Work was good until 1929 when the 
depression hit* 

Work picked up in I9fi9 and 584 
really began to grovv, 

June 2nd, 1989 Brother George 
Shtiull our present busines.s manager, 
was first electeil to that office and 


has held the job continuously ever 
since. 

Our banquet and celebration com- 
memorating these events was held on 
September the 7th* Our principal 
speaker whs International Vice Presi- 
dent W. B. Petty, who was once our 
business manager.

A new charter was installed on Tues- 
day evening, June 11th, 1957 for 
ElectriciaMS and Electronic Workers 
who are employes of Sandia Corpora- 
tion (Western Electric) by Intema- 
tional Repi'esentatiA'e Elmer Zemke, 
assisted by international Representa- 
tive liay Johnson. Twenty-five names 
mad e up the mi cl eus for the new 
charter and the roster noAv includes 
175 -'A” and A” membei’S. 

Officers elected AA^ere: President 

and Business Manager Joy Lowing; 
Vice Ihesident Floyd Hursh; Finan- 
cial Secretary Elden Van Vickie; Sec- 
retary, Dorothy Reinertson; Treasur- 
er Robert Orr, ExecutiA'e Board mem- 
bers are: Richard Porter, chairman; 
Ed Mould, secretary; John Sitts, Al- 
ton Simpson and Reuben Villaneuva. 

Local 1988 is affiliated with the 
Atomic Projects and Production 
Workei's Metal Trades Council AFL- 
CIO which holds the bargaining rights 
for approximately 140U hourly rated 
production and maintenance employes 
and passenger car chauffeurs of San- 
dia Base and Sal ton Sea of California, 
by ceitification of the NLRB dated 
ilay 19, 1950. There are 14 locals 
affiliated with the Council and Local 
1988 is allocated all Electricians and 
Electronic Workers. 

We expect this local to have a 
steady groAA^th with many interesting 
meetings and social functions being 
dcA^eloped for the future. 

Yours truly has just gone through 
a hectic period as a member of the 
Council's three- mu n Negotiating Com- 
mittee. Negotiations began on May 
L 1957 and as of midnight June 30th, 
the only offer made by the corpora- 
tion was a 5 cent to 8 cent Avage 
offer with a complete disregard for 
14 other demands. Contract expired 
at midnight and the committee was 
authorized to call a strike when and 
if it were deemed necessary. The pin 
was pulled shortly after midnight and 
the next morning, July 1st, pickets 
were on hand at all three entrances 
leading to the base. Office Employes 
International Union Local 251, AFL- 
CIO also called out its 1300 membei-s 
so that there Avere 27(J0 employes af- 
fected. The strike lasted for 18 days 
and was terminated when the .Atomic 
Energy Labor-Management Relations 
Panel sent a telegram assuming juris- 
diction, Avith a return to Avork under 
stato.s quo. 

Mr. Paul R. Hutchings, Research 
Director for Metal Trades Depai't- 
ment arrived in .Albuquerque on July 
Sth to assist us in our efforts for a 
settlement. He remained throughout 
the panel hearings and acted as joint 
spokesman for the Council and Office 
Workers in presenting the case to the

A MEHICA. log, i» a C(J'r]>l it utiuri iiLrV. riiHowing 
tli(* I4ev**[utionary War, the Articles of Confedera- 
tion were found lu he toti vvenk* Tliey left too much 
p<»wer to the Staleys. A Const ilut ion was framed and the 
Preamble Lo it expresses its inteml: 

‘*We I he people of the United Stales, in order to form 
a more j^erfecl union, estabHsh justice, insure dameslic 
tram]iiilitv, ]>rovide for llie (^mnnmn defense, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty 
to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish 
this Constitution for the l:nited States of America.” 

The framers of the Const ilulitju were vvist^ enough to 
provide for aniemlinenls. These make the Constitution 
elastic, 'riicy make it possible for the Constitution to be 
brought up to date with changing conditions of living. 
The Const itirl inn is a great docnmeiil. \\ illiarn Pitt, one 
of Britaiirs greatest priine ministers, said, “It is a patteni 
for all future const i tut inns ami the admiration of all 
future ages/" Afid a later prime minister. William Ewart 
Gladstont', said, *'lt is the most wonderful work ever 
struck off at a given time by the brain and purjiose of 
man,” The Constitution was framed withtn four monlbs. 
ft is the Nation's safeguard. It is the guardian of our 
liberties. If w^e do nut like it we can amend it, but while 
it stands wc ougliL to (jbey il. 

We have gricvcms and pmplexing problems in our 
Nalion today; problems which cfudlonge the best think- 
ing and atUion of all of us. problems witfdii industry, 
jiroblems with the rchitionship between government and 
business, problems of integration, prciblems of church 
atul state. However, with the (^uistilution as a guide to 
orderly giivernnumt we should make progress with 
e([uality for all. 

Aliraliam IJneobi spi^ke once about the political re- 
ligion of the Nat ion. He said, *i .et every -American, 
every lover of liberty, every well- wisher lo his posterity, 
swear by the blood i>( the revolutiim never to violate in 
the least particular tlie laws of the country, and never to 
tolerate their viohilion liy others. As the patriots of 
seventy-six did to the sujipoit of the Declaration of In- 
de|>ciulcfice, so lu ibe support of t)je Constilul ion and 


laws lei every American plcrlge his life, his property, and 
his sacred honor, every man reniembei lliat to violate 
the law' is to trample on ihe Idootl of his fathers and to 
tear the charter of his men and his chtldrcfTs lilnrrly. 
Let reverence for the law\s be breathed by every American 
mother to the lisping babe that praMles on her lap; let 
it be taught in sdioids, seminaries, and in colleges; let it 
be written in primers, spelling books and almanacs; let 
it be preached from jniipil ; prtid aimed in llu* legislative 
halls, and enforced in courts of justice, fn short, let it 
become the potilica) religion of the nation.”
